PLEASE READ BEFORE ORDERING 
ARRIVAL OF SHIPMENTS. Our first regular shipment usually arrives in East Aurora about the middle of 


September and further shipments arrive every week thereafter until the end of November. Do not delay ordering 
until the last day as orders placed late cannot be included in the first consignment. Autumn Crocus, Colchicums, 
Lycoris, Lilium candidum, and Nerine, which must be planted very early are shipped in a special consignment 
in August. Lilies (other than Candidum) which are late ripening, and Amaryllis, are shipped in late consignment 
reaching East Aurora in Mid-November. 


TERMS. Please send payment in full with order either by check or money order. If cash is sent, please register 
letter. All prices are F.O.B. East Aurora, unless otherwise stated, and include duties and other import expenses. 
Customer pays transportation from East Aurora only. All orders will be sent Parcel Post unless other arrangements 
are made. 


Due to packaging costs we cannot sell a smaller quantity of any one item than is listed. Minimum Order is $3.00, 
but we are glad to handle orders for less amount if you include 35c additional to cover packaging and handling 
costs. This does not apply to books, tools, and garden supplies. 


50 bulbs are 1% the 100 price; 6 bulbs 1% the 12 price, unless otherwise noted. If interested in 250 or more, 
please inquire for special prices. 


POSTAGE. Inasmuch as we ship so many varied items to all points of the United States it is impossible to include 
postage rates in the price of our merchandise that would be fair to everyone. Therefore, we prepay postage on 
all Parcel Post at time of shipping and notify the customer of the correct amount to refund us. 


EARLY ORDERS EARN DISCOUNT. For our mutual advantage orders should be placed as early as possiblet 
5% discount will be allowed on all bulb orders postmarked on or before July 15. All orders should reach us | 
well in advance of planting time to allow for shipment from Holland. 


Although we always order surplus stocks of merchandise for late orders and last minute needs, 
varieties frequently sell out faster than expected. So when sending in orders after the middle of September please 
advise if we may substitute, or suggest possible substitutes of your own. In all cases we will substitute varieties 
of equal or greater value.

Single Early—Page 8 
Short stocky stems. Large, bright colored flowers. Ex- 
cellent for forcing, general bedding and windy areas. 
Double Early——Page 9 
Same as above, but fully double. Excellent for massing. 


* MID-SEASON—Late April thru First of May 


Mendel—Page 13 
Taller than early Tulips, shorter than late, but long enough 
for cutting. Excellent for forcing, cutting and general 
bedding. Unusual combinations of color. 

Triumph— Page 10 
Same height as Mendels. Strong stiff stems. Comparable 
to Darwins in size of bloom and color quality, but selec- 
tion of colors is not yet extensive. Flowers of good sub- 
stance and long lasting. Ideal for forcing. 


* LATE—Second thru Last Week of May 


Darwin—Page 3 
Long slender stems. Large cup-shaped flowers of good 
substance, refined form and stately bearing. True aristo- 
crats. An exceptionally wide range of colors, pure white 
through the rainbow to almost black. No bronze. Clear, 
definite shades of color, and uniform tones.

mostly brilliant colors of indescribable shades impercep- 
tibly blending into one another. No lavenders, purple 
or bronze, but otherwise a wide range of colors. 

Double Late (Peony-flowered)—Page 13 
Long, rigid stems, though a bit shorter than Darwins. 
Fully double, brilliantly colored flowers of excellent 
quality and truly amazing proportions. Rapidly becoming 
very popular. 

Lily-Flowered—Page 10 
Moderately long stems. Curved and pointed petals, 
artistically reflexed. Very graceful. Good selection of 
colors. 

Parrot—Page 11 Y/ 
Flowers of unusual interest. Large, deeply cut, fringed 
and laciniated petals. (See pictures on Page 9.) 

Rembrandt—Page 14 
“Broken” Darwin Tulips. Flecked, feathered, and striped 
flowers. Shorter stemmed than Darwins. 


* ALL-SEASON—Species and Botanical Varieties—Page 14 
No general notes apply to this group, as each variety or species is a definite individual. Vary in height from 3 to 20 inches. 
Periods of bloom range from last week of March thru last week of May. Exceptionally well suited to rock garden culture.

They are characterized by their particularly 
long stems, globular flowers and petals of heavy substance. These 
Tulips are magnificent for large beds or used informally in groups in 
borders. 

They are delightful interplanted in beds with Bleeding Hearts, 
Lupines, Linums, Alyssum, lberis, Anchusa, Myosotidiflora and 
Violas. Shrubs in bloom at the same time include Kerria, Azaleas, 
Redbud, Rosa Hugonis, Syringa chinensis and Viburnum tomentosum. 

A number are also useful for late forcing.

Single Early Tulips usually flower at the end of April and are 
indispensable for brilliant color in beds and borders in early spring. 
As they are not as tall as the Darwin, Breeder and Cottage Tulips, 
they are especially adapted to places exposed to the wind. They 
may be planted any time from the middle of September until the 
ground freezes, about 4 inches deep and 4 or 5 inches apart. 

Early Tulips are very popular for growing indoors. For best results, 
the bulbs should be potted immediately on receipt and treated the 
same way as Hyacinths. Tulip bulbs need at least three months for a 
good root development before they can stand a forcing temperature. 

Those marked * are the earliest flowering varieties and are specially 
recommended for forcing.

Whether you prefer the common English name of daffodil or the more correct botanical name of Narcissus, this family is the glory of the early 
spring garden and it would hardly seem like spring without them, “‘blithe and yellow as canaries.’ Their ease of culture, freedom from 
pests and prolific increase combine to make them ever more popular. The newer varieties are a revelation in size and beauty with many new 


shades and combinations. 


In borders they are lovely carpeted with small growing plants like Myosotis, Phlox divaricata, Iberis, Alyssum saxatile and Primroses to name 
just a few. Behind them could go Gypsophila Bristol Fairy, Dictamnus alba and Platycodons to cover the space after they have died down. They 
are also excellent planted among shrubs where they may enjoy partial shade. Nearly all are lovely for pot culture to cheer dull winter days.

No matter how cold the weather, we 
feel that spring has come when the first blossom rises bravely from its 
winter sleep. 

They are not very demanding as to culture. A loose loamy soil, 
well drained and not too rich, suits them splendidly; and they do 
best in full sun. Depth to plant about 4 inches. Lightly rooting dwarf 
annuals may be sown over them. 

Crocuses can be grown very easily in pots and bulb pans for 
enjoyment indoors. After planting the pots can be sunk in the ground, 
covered with 3 or 4 inches of soil and left there until about the 
middle of November.

Most of the Lilies we offer are easily grown if certain simple re- 
quirements are met. In general they like a deep rich loam with perfect 
drainage. If there is any question about the latter, the beds may be 
raised two or three inches or the bulbs placed in individual pockets 
of sand. To keep the hot sun from baking the soil over them, lightly 
rooting ground covers are essential. 

Lilies mature so late in the season that delivery may be delayed 
until late Autumn. As late planting is preferable to spring planting 
for most varieties, the ground should be protected against freezing 
by mulching deeply with leaves or other material. A bucket of dry 
soil stored inside for covering them is a convenience. In no case, 
should the bulbs remain long unplanted.

These exquisite Iris of brilliant colors and superb cut-flower quali- 
ties have often been referred to as ‘‘the poor man’s Orchid.” Their 
ease of culture and low price has brought indescribable beauty to 
even the tiniest of gardens.

Hardy Species and Varieties 


In recent years the ‘hardy Glads’’ have become increasingly 
popular, particularly with those garden hobbiests interested in 
growing the unusual and the interesting. The general term as used 
includes several species and their varieties, many of which were 
originated and introduced by Van Tubergen. 


Species Glads 


Though primarily grown for individual charm and botanical interest 
rather than great displays of color, they create a most charming eect 
when planted in clusters throughout the perennial border or along 
shrub beds.

Herald Gladiolus 


Always attracted by the early flowering habits of several Gladiolus 
species which come into bloom when the large flowered garden 
hybrids are not yet in bud, Van Tubergen spent many years of difficult 
hybridization trying to obtain both large flowers and early bloom. 
The finest of their acheivements so far are the dwarf or “BABY 
GLADS”’ (listed further on), and the beautiful HERALD STRAIN; 
both very worth-while additions to the garden world. 

Flowers of HERALD GLADIOLUS are large, well opened, 
brilliantly colored and elegantly placed on tall stately stalks. They 
are the earliest of all Glads, appearing even before the nanus varie- 
ties, and are especially well adapted for greenhouse forcing and 
pot culture. While completely hardy in the deep south and California, 
in the middle states and as far north as Washington, D. C., they 
should be well mulched during the winter. Experiments indicate 
they may be hardy in the north if deeply planted and heavily mulched 
so that corms are not touched by frost.

The deliciously sweet scented flowers of these choice hybrids are 
indeed a lovely sight, often measuring three and one-half inches long, 
and borne in striking terminal clusters. In California and the South- 
west where summers are hot and dry, and rains come in the winter, 
it is a superb outdoor subject. In the North it is popular as a pot plant 
when handled by a skillful gardener. 

This graceful ‘Belladonna Lily’ was named for a beautiful shep- 
herdess mentioned in Virgil, no doubt because of the exquisite 
beauty of its blossoms. Plant deeply in rich sandy soil, in a warm 
sheltered spot. 

At present there is a controversy among authorities over the correct 
classification of certain Amaryllis, and several feel that these should 
be termed Brunsvigia Hybrids.
